Man on trial for murdering best mate after drug deal 



Drug death: Matthew Demko was battered and strangled to death

A former public schoolboy who 
slipped into supplying drugs to 
pals was murdered by his best 
friend over a £3,000 cocaine debt, 
a jury heard yesterday 

Matthew Demko, 25, a landscape 
gardener, suffered horrific head in¬ 
juries after being repeatedly beaten 
with a metal barbell. 

His friend Michael Jordan, 25, then 
strangled him with wire in the 
garage of Jordan’s own home in 
Ashtead, Surrey, the Old Bailey was 
told. 

Jordan was found soaked in blood 
by his father, who had been in the 
house just a few feet away, jurors 
heard. 

Mr Demko had arrived at Jordan’s 
house to collect cash owed to him 
through drug deals, the court heard. 

The victim, from a “respectable 
middle-class” family, had slipped 
into supplying friends with recre¬ 
ational drugs for weekend partying. 

Prosecutor Michael Austin-Smith 
QC said: “Matthew Demko, an ex¬ 
public school boy was viciously bat¬ 
tered to death with an iron bar, 
beaten around the face and head. 

“His assailant made sure of killing 
him by strangling as well with a liga¬ 
ture around his neck. 

“I bother to say public school boy 
to emphasise that this is a story 
about respectable middle class peo¬ 
ple and his brutal death was inflict¬ 
ed in a respectable middle-class 
Surrey area by, we allege, another 
respectable young man. 

“The explanation of why this all 
happened is drugs, because these 
two, the defendant and we say his 
victim, were bound together by the 
world of what they thought of as 
recreational drugs. 


“Not sordid heroin or crack co¬ 
caine but fashionable cocaine and 
cannabis.” 

Mr Demko, who worked for Glen¬ 
dale Grounds Management as a con¬ 
tracts manager, used Jordan as 


street dealer and he would often sell 
drugs and collect money on his be¬ 
half. 

“Matthew Demko was a popular 
young man in his social group, a 
bright 20-something living in 


Ashtead,” said the prosecutor. 

“Somehow over the years he drift¬ 
ed into the role of being the one who 
would supply drugs to his friends. 

“It started off with cannabis, or 
‘weed’ as they call it. It drifted 
through to ecstasy, which they re¬ 
ferred to as ‘beans’ and graduated to 
cocaine. 

“He would buy from a source in 
Fulham and sell on to his circle of 
friends. 

“It was all very discreet. He had a 
respectable job as they all did, but he 
would do additional work, buying on 
a Thursday from London and sup¬ 
plying friends ready for the weekend 
on a Friday.” 

At the time of his death Mr Demko 
was owed around £3,000 by Jordan 
who had completed the sale of three 
ounces of cocaine. 

Jordan, whose family had recently 
sold a marquee business, was £6,000 
in debt and had little cash at his dis¬ 
posal but was being put under pres¬ 
sure to pay up. 

“He had exhausted his credit facili¬ 
ties and was some £6,000 in debt. It 
looks very much like he had spent 
the money he had been entrusted 
with and was supposed to pass on to 
Matthew Demko and was in no posi¬ 
tion to pay what he owed,” said the 
prosecutor. 

Jordan claimed he had lost the 
money, but then later found it in a 
shoe, and suggested he had been 
mugged and lost £1,000, to delay pay¬ 
ing, the court was told. 

On April 4 last year the two men 
arranged to meet up at Jordan’s fam¬ 
ily home in Links Road, Ashtead, so 
the money could be handed over. 

In proceeding days Jordan had 
apologised via text messages for fail¬ 
ing to pay.

CCTV cameras at a nearby 
railway crossing captured Mr 
Demko on his way to his 
friend’s house in a distinctive 
bright green van, used for his 
job, just before 5pm. 

Within half an hour Jordan 
had made a frantic 999 call, 
with the help of his father, say¬ 
ing there had been “some 
dreadful accident to the unfor¬ 
tunate Mr Demko”. 

They tried to resuscitate him 
with the help of the emergency 
services operator while two 
ambulances and an air ambu¬ 
lance were called, but Mr 
Demko died at the scene. 

Mr Austin-Smith said it may 
never be known exactly what 
took place at the house after 
the victim arrived and found 
Jordan in the garage, which 
had been converted into a 
make-shift gym. 

“He had suffered massive in¬ 
juries to his head,” said the 
prosecutor. 

“He had numerous fractures 
and facial injuries, his throat 
had been smashed, so it was 
impossible to intubate him 
with a tube down his throat, 
and a ligature had at some 
stage been tightened around 
his neck, causing a fracture of 
the bones in his neck.” 

Jurors were told a bar used 
for weight lifting was the mur-

der weapon and police also 
found wiring on the floor 
which may have been used to 
strangle the victim. 

“Somebody had cut a ligature 
around his neck, for that to 
have been done to a fit young 
man it would require him to be 
disabled first,” said Mr Austin- 
Smith. 

“It seems he was knocked on 
the head with an iron bar, dis¬ 
abled, strangled and further 
beaten as he lay with his head 
on the ground.” 


Jurors were shown pho¬ 
tographs of the scene, in which 
blood had been sprayed across 
the floor and up the walls. 

Jordan's father discovered 
the dying Mr Demko after hear¬ 
ing his son in the garage. 

Jordan later claimed to police 
that he was soaked in blood as 
“he attempted to revive his 
friend”, but his father who also 
tried to resuscitate the victim 
had far less on him, it was said. 

He was arrested at the scene 
and told police he had left Mr 


Demko in the garage to collect 
a CD from inside his house. 

When he returned a couple of 
minutes later he saw a man 
walking “nonchalantly” down 
the drive way and found his 
friend fatally injured. 

He claimed to have given Mr 
Demko the £3,000 before the at¬ 
tack but it had been stolen. 

Jordan, of Links Road, 
Ashtead, denies murder. 

The trial continues.

A drug factory full of cannabis 
plants, busted by police in Ewell, 
left a four-bedroom detached house 
completely wrecked.

A source told the Epsom 
Guardian: “There was a robbery in

was looking for suspects with a 
heat-detecting camera. Apparently 
the house was glowing like a Christ¬ 
mas tree.” 

The source also said that a sub¬ 
stantial amount of money was 
found at the property. 

Detective Sergeant Edward Poole, 
who is leading the investigation, 
said: “This was an intelligence-led 
raid based on information Surrey 
Police received from the community. 
I cannot stress enough how vital it 
is that members of the public in¬ 
form us of their suspicions or con¬ 
cerns relating to the supply of 
drugs. 

“Surrey Police has dismantled a 


significant cannabis factory operat¬ 
ing in a quiet residential road and 
has disrupted the supply of the 
drug. 

“Drugs misuse is a community 
concern and I hope this successful 
raid reinforces the message that 
Surrey Police will always act on in¬ 
formation we receive.” 

A spokeswoman for Surrey Police 
said: “No arrests have been made.” 

The property was rented and offi¬ 
cers are making enquiries with the 
homeowner.

Pensioner hurt trying to fight off bag-snatch attack

Trust is now off the 
agenda at St Helier

Hospital bosses are banning mem¬ 
bers of the public from seeing 
agendas in advance of important 
meetings. 

The public now cannot access in¬ 
formation on subjects to be dis¬ 
cussed at board meetings until 
minutes before meetings start, 
meaning that hospital campaigners 
and other members of the public, 
including reporters, do not have 
time to read the now secret reports 
and ask informed questions. 

It comes just two weeks before 
Epsom and St Helier Hospitals 
Trust is to hold a meeting to discuss 
the future of Epsom General Hospi¬ 
tal, and whether it should be split 
from St Helier. 

“This is just unbelievable,” said 
Mike Sadler, a former member of 
the trust board who resigned be¬ 
cause he was not being given vital 
information. 

“It is being done to hide the fact 
that that they have folded the work 
done on the women’s and children’s 
services, and started again. There 
are three papers there which are 
quite astounding - there is a lot of 
information and it takes a long time 
to absorb it.” 

At the start of the board meeting 
on Friday, outraged campaigner 
Rosemary Najim told hospital offi¬ 
cials: “You are not part of the secret 
service.’’Afterwards she said: “This 
has been done to stop us asking 
questions.” 

Among the items that were not 
available until minutes before the 
meeting were reports on the 
women’s and children’s review, an 
update on the future of Epsom and 
St Helier hospitals, a finance report 
and an update on Better Healthcare, 


which revealed the £150m cost of re¬ 
vamping St Helier would now come 
out of Government funds rather 
than a PFI deal. 

Rosemary Najim has sent an 
email to Samantha Jones, chief ex¬ 
ecutive of the trust. “Is this just a 
badly thought out policy, or is it an 
attempt to limit access to informa¬ 
tion?” she wrote. “The new ar¬ 
rangements will mean it will be 
almost impossible for the public to 
ask relevant questions.” 

Geoff Martin, head of campaigns 
at Health Emergency, said: “This is 
an outrageous attempt to dodge 
public scrutiny We have every right 


to advance notice of what they are 
getting up to with our cash.” 

Phil Ireland, secretary of the 
trust, issued a statement.’’Board pa¬ 
pers will no longer be made avail¬ 
able to non-board members in 
advance. However, they will still be 
available to collect at each meeting 
and will be posted online immedi¬ 
ately afterwards. While I recognise 
this will limit the time non-board 
members have to read the papers, it 
is in line with a number of acute 
trusts across the UK, including 
foundation trusts.”

Police hunt pair for 
aggravated burglary 


This is an e-fit of a man 
whose accomplice smashed 
a pensioner over the head 
with a handgun during an 
aggravated burglary in 
Stoneleigh.

Woolies to house Waitrose 
as gutted store is rebuilt

Paedophile jailed for 20 counts of child pornography 


An Ashtead sex pervert who 
admitted to making indecent 
images and downloading 
pornographic images of chil¬ 
dren to a home computer was 
jailed for four months today. 

Simon Peter Davis, 53, of 
Stag Leys, had pleaded guilty 


to 20 counts of making inde¬ 
cent images of children be¬ 
tween December 1999, and 
December 2007, at Guildford 
Crown Court. 

He was sentenced on Mon¬ 
day to four months in jail for 
each count, with the sen¬ 


tences to run concurrently. 

Davis also admitted to five 
other offences of download¬ 
ing pornographic images of 
children between 2002 and 
2007. 

He had asked for his previ¬ 
ous offences to be taken into 


account for his sentencing. 

The 2,386 images ranged 
from category one to the most 
severe images, category five, 
the court heard.

extra pounds, I am really happy to 
learn all the technical terms and 
realise that I can actually fence 
with the wonderfully-safe plastic 
orange foils. We are set up in dou¬ 
bles and practice the attack, parry 
(a form of defence where you stop 
your opponent’s sword with your 
own), riposte and counter-riposte. 

A small competition takes place 
and I manage to win my first fight 
by three hits to one. Overcome 
with joy and expecting to win the 
title I, unsurprisingly, also manage 
to be eliminated before the end. It 
looks like I won’t be any country’s 
fencing hope for 2012 after all. 

At the end of a whole hour-and-a- 
half of intensive exercise, I feel 
happy to have practised one of the 
earliest Olympic sports. 

Nick says: “Fencing on one level 
is very fun and on a second level is 
great to keep fit, but also there’s a 
lot of technical elements to it. All 
the technical terms are not diffi¬ 
cult to learn - with basic training 
you can learn the basic moves, 
then you realise how technical it 
can be. When you’re learning 
about the footwork you then have 


to remember about the handwork 
and so you have to use your brain 
as well as your physical skills.” 

The good news for Epsom resi¬ 
dents is that, like me, can give 
fencing a try when the new Epsom 
Fencing Club opens on January 7. 
With a Lottery grant of £10,000, 
Nick set up the club to offer afford¬ 
able classes for youths and adults 
in the area. 

“It is a brand-new fencing club 
that could come to life thanks to a 
Lottery grant that we got from 
Awards for All,” he says. “We 
could buy a whole new set of be¬ 
ginners’ equipment and it is 
enough for us to get at least ten ju¬ 
nior beginners, 11 to 15-year-olds 
and adult beginners, from 16 years 
old.” 

Fencing classes at the club are 
due to take place on Wednesdays at 
7pm for youths and 8pm to 9pm for 
adults at a cost of £50 for a five- 
week course.

starts the lesson by teaching the 
basics, how to position yourself 
and move, and by giving safety in¬ 
structions - mainly how to not hit 
anyone in the face if they have no 
mask on.

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Estate gets the go ahead 


One of the largest new estates 
to be built in Ashtead since the 
war will go ahead, after devel¬ 
opers promised to splash the 
cash in other parts of 
the village. 

In exchange for planning per¬ 
mission, which permits them 
to build 93 new homes on the 
former site of Parsons Mead 
School in Ottways Lane, 
Ashtead, Oracle Residential 
(Ashtead) Ltd is to allow

The developers, who paid 
more than £16m for the land 
and who are to include 28 af¬ 
fordable units on the site, are

grade Ashtead Peace Memorial 
Hall. 

The developers will also 
make substantial payments to 
Surrey County Council, to ex¬ 
pand the number of primary 
and secondary school places, 
and additional payments to im¬ 
prove libraries, the environ¬ 
ment and transport facilities. 
They will also pay £25,570 to 
Surrey Primary Care Trust to 
provide additional healthcare. 

The decision to go ahead 
could split Ashtead. Some resi¬ 
dents will win out from the 
extra cash to be spent in the 
community, but many objected 
to the development. Ashtead 
Residents Association and the 
Paddocks Way and Ottways 


Lane Residents Association op¬ 
posed the new estate, and there 
were many individual objec¬ 
tions over density, design and 
road safety and the need to re¬ 
tain the site for community use. 

After a two hour debate, Mole 
Valley councillors approved 
the planning application, pro¬ 
vided Oracle withdrew its ap¬ 
peal against the council’s 
refusal to grant permission for 
103 new homes on the site. 

Rod Baker from the Paddocks 
Way and Ottways Lane RA told 
the meeting: “In our view, this 
is a lost opportunity for im¬ 
proving the area. The density 
is too high. It could be reduced 
by 20 per cent and still meet 
government guidelines.” 
Roger Bennett from Ashtead 
RA said: “The impression 
given is of an off-the-shelf 


urban estate.” 

Ashtead councillor Chris 
Reynolds said: “If I lived in 
Ottways Lane, I would hate 
this development. I don’t, and I 
still hate it.” 

After the meeting, Oracle di¬ 
rector Martin Bellinger said: 
“Through dialogue, negotia¬ 
tion and a significant amount 
of community consultation, 
Oracle believes that it has pro¬ 
duced a scheme of high quality 
design that Ashtead will be 
proud of in years to come. The 
package of community bene¬ 
fits will help the Ashtead Peace 
Memorial Hall and Ashtead 
Cricket Club to achieve their 
ambitions of improving their 
much-used facilities within 
the village.”

Warned before ice fatality 


Sutton Council and Transport 
for London (TfL) were warned 
to grit an icy road in Cheam 
just hours before it became the 
site of a fatal crash. 

Entrepreneur Steve Stone, 
58, called an emergency line at 
10pm on Saturday, January 3, 
to say “someone could get 
hurt” unless Alberta Avenue 
was cleared. 

About five-and-a-half hours 
later, Shane Jerome Dumetz, of 
Battersea, died after the car in 
which he was travelling struck 
a tree in St Dunstan’s Hill. 

The Metropolitan Police is 
still investigating the circum¬ 
stances behind the collision 
near the junction with Alberta

Avenue. TfL, who are responsi¬ 
ble for treating red routes in 
the capital, said roads in Sut¬ 
ton, including St Dunstan’s 
Hill, had been gritted that 
night before the accident. 

Mr Stone, who runs the 
American Way diner in 
Cheam, only discovered his 
worst fears had been realised 
when he returned from holi¬ 
day to see floral tributes. 

He said: “I really feel some¬ 
one should be taken to task 
over this. I rang the council on 
the emergency number to say 
the area around Alberta Av¬ 


enue was very dangerous and 
that someone could get hurt. 
They just said it was nothing 
to do with them, it was Trans¬ 
port for London (TfL) who han¬ 
dled gritting. When I called 
back, they said they had 
passed on the details. It seemed 
like they couldn’t be bothered. 
It is really saddening.” 

Other residents said flooding 
drains in Alberta Avenue had 
been fixed only after the crash. 
One called the action “too lit¬ 
tle, too late”. 

A spokesman for Sutton 
Council said: “We received an 
out of hours call from a 
member of the public on 3 
January, and immediately 


reported it to TfL, who in¬ 
formed us that a gritter would 
be sent out.” 

A TfL spokesman said: “All of 
the roads on the Transport for 
London Road Network in Sut¬ 
ton, including St Dunstan’s 
Hill, were treated with salt on 
the evening of Saturday 3 Jan¬ 
uary and on Sunday 4 January. 

“In response to reports of a 
water leak coming from the 
footway along St Dunstan’s 
Hill near the junction of Alber¬ 
ta Avenue, two full tubs of salt 
were laid on the footway at 
11.00pm and the water utility 
was notified.”

More than 150 residents of 
Richmond Road in Bedding- 
ton were evacuated by fire¬ 
fighters after a blaze was 
discovered in a skip in a near¬ 
by industrial estate. 

Most took refuge with fami¬ 
ly or friends, but those who 
found safety in the village 
hall soon found the pub a 
more appealing option and 
rounded off the night with a 
party. 

Evacuee Jane Friend, 41, 
said about 20 people were in 
the village hall when she ar¬ 
rived and 10 came back to her 
home. 

The driver for adults with 
special needs said: “It was a 
big worry at the beginning. I 
had just put my three-year-old 
to bed and was having a bath 
when the fireman came to tell 
us to get out. I didn’t know 
what was going on. 

“I took my son and our dogs

up to the village hall, but after 
about 20 minutes we decided 
to leave for the pub with a 
bunch of others. By the end of 
the night I was friends with 
people on the street I never 
knew before. 

“It was quite an adventure.” 

Harold Foreman, 78, and his 
wife Doreen, 76, took refuge at 
a friend’s home. 

Mr Foreman said: “We jawed 
to our friends until about 
after 11pm, but it might have 
been better going down the 
village hall - we might have 
got to know our other neigh¬ 
bours.” 

Retired Gladys Mills was 
watching TV when she heard 
a loud bang. 

She said: “Later I looked out 
the top window and there 
were flames blazing away. I 
couldn’t believe it, it was 
crazy.” 


An exclusion zone was put 
in place around the industrial 
estate after the fire was dis¬ 
covered at about 7.33pm. 

Some 20 firefighters worked 
to avert the danger near the 
coachworks building by mak¬ 
ing propane and gas cylinders 
safe. 

There were no injuries but 
the skip, two lorries and a 
storage container were all de¬ 
stroyed. 

The fire was brought under 
control shortly before 11pm. 

A spokesman for London 
Fire Brigade said an investi¬ 
gation had begun into the 
cause. 

He added: “We set up a 200- 
metre hazard zone because we 
have a procedure for cylin¬ 
ders. 

“If they explode, fragments 
of metal can fly around. The 
site was made safe last night 
and firefighters left at about 
midnight.”

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Tearing through suburban London, not knowing what to expect on each call, is a daily task for 
the men and women working for London Ambulance. JAMES PEPPER spends a Friday night with 
a crew from Sutton as they go about their job 


Help is always just 
a phone call away 


The adrenaline is coursing 
through my veins as the Lon¬ 
don Ambulance crew do their 
best to weave through com¬ 
muters returning home from 
work. 

“People do not always pull 
over for us, it can be very frus¬ 
trating,” said technician Jo 
Hepburn. 

“Some people just slow down, 
which makes it more difficult as 
there is nowhere to pass. Some 
drivers do not even slow down.” 

Our first call is to a four-year- 
old boy who had been playing 
on the stairs at home in Couls- 
don, as boys so often do, but had 
fallen seven feet onto his head. 
When we arrive, the house is 
awash with emotion. 

Reece, the four-year-old, will 
not stop crying. His two broth¬ 
ers are also in floods of tears, 
and they are asking if their 
brother is going to die. 

He isn’t. He has a large cut be¬ 
hind his left ear, but trying to 
convince a six-year-old that his 
brother is going to fine when 
there are strangers in their 
house with medical equipment 


is another matter. “Ninety per 
cent of what we do is coun¬ 
selling,” said paramedic Angie 
McDonnall. “You need to be a 
real people’s person in this line 
of work. You have to be able to 
assess a situation very quickly 
and get in control of it.” 

Angie, a paramedic for 12 
years, does just that. After tick¬ 
ling the youngster’s toes, and 
some calming words to the 
brothers, order is restored and 
we head to the nearest hospital 
to get little Reece fixed up. 

On the way, Jo administers an 
ancient medicine, which moth¬ 
ers around the country swear 
by - Calpol. “It’s an absolute 
godsend,” said Angie. “Kids are 
a lot easier to deal with, they 
are so honest. They do not have 
the mental capability to keep up 
a lie. Adults are different.” 

It has been two years since the 
London Ambulance service in¬ 
troduced its Freda system. The 
Fast Response Electronic Dis¬ 
patch for Ambulances is award¬ 
winning computer software 
which automatically dispatches 
the nearest emergency vehicles 


to incidents. And it must be 
working. Last year, London Am¬ 
bulance Service was rated the 
best ambulance service in the 
country, in the Healthcare Com¬ 
mission annual health check. 

Despite this, those on the front 
line have their concerns. 
Paramedic Angie is one. “You 
can be called anywhere across 
London. If you are the nearest 
ambulance to an incident, you 
have to go to it. I think people 
preferred it when they had their 
own area to cover - they know 
their way around. Now, as the 
ambulances are relying on 
satellite navigation, people get 
lost. Response times are some¬ 
times slower, and people are suf¬ 
fering as a result.” 

As with any government or¬ 
ganisation, targets are a con¬ 
stant source of debate. “If we 
don’t hit our targets, we will 
lose funding,” said duty station 
officer Ken Mankelow. “Since 
Freda was brought in, response 
times have fallen and it is hard 
to see why. We are more inter¬ 
ested in patient care than tar¬ 
gets, but we have to hit them.”

Paramedic Angie agrees. “I’ve 
been in meetings when gover¬ 
nors are saying that it is no 
longer about patient care, it is 
now treated as a business. 
That’s the way it seems to be 
going.” 

Another bug bear seems to be 
the way emergency calls are 
handled. An American system 
evaluates the seriousness of 
calls by asking a series of ques¬ 
tions. Technician Jo said: “The 
questions do not give an accu¬ 
rate reflection. For example, a 


cut finger comes up as a ‘seri¬ 
ous haemorrhage.’ 

Paramedic Angie said the ef¬ 
fects could be serious. “The 
public needs to be better educat¬ 
ed. We spend a lot of time on 
calls we don’t need to be on. The 
people who are most in need of 
help are not getting it.” 

This is made abundantly clear 
with our last call. A man suffer¬ 
ing from pancreatitis, due to al¬ 
cohol, discharged himself from 
St Helier Hospital earlier in the 
day He is writhing in agony on 


the sofa. “I’m in so much pain, 
mate,” he tells Jo. As we ap¬ 
proach the hospital, he gets 
anxious and threatens Jo. She 
expects him to leave the hospi¬ 
tal almost as soon as we do. 
’’Now the pain has subsided, he 
will walk away. We treat with¬ 
out judgement.” 

As I look at the man, I find it 
very hard to believe that I would 
be as understanding.

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Probation for teenage joyrider 


A drunken teenage cancer 
patient who took an ambu¬ 
lance for a joyride has been 
spared jail. 

Luke Bradford, 19, was 
being treated at the Royal 
Marsden Hospital, when he 
took the vehicle in Septem¬ 
ber 2007. 

The intoxicated Bradford, 
who does not have a driving 
licence, smashed into cars 
in the hospital car park be¬ 
fore taking off. 

A police helicopter was 


deployed, tracking the am¬ 
bulance as it travelled to¬ 
wards Carshalton, swerving 
from side to side and mount¬ 
ing roadside kerbs. 

The journey ended when 
Bradford crashed into a 
lamp post. 

The teenager, who was 
being treated for a virulent 
form of blood cancer, 
caused thousands of 
pounds worth of damage, 
including a £20,000 bill to re¬ 
pair the ambulance. 


When he was taken into 
custody, police believed he 
was too ill to be detained 
and he was taken back to 
the hospital. 

Bradford, now in remis¬ 
sion, admitted aggravated 
vehicle-taking when he ap¬ 
peared at Lewes Crown 
Court. He was given a 12- 
month jail sentence sus¬ 
pended for two years, and 
must be supervised by the 
probation service for the 
next 18 months. 



Mixed sex wards do 
still exist in borough

Epsom and St Helier hospitals are 
still treating patients in mixed- 
sex wards, despite the Govern¬ 
ment’s decade-old promises to 
stop the practice. 

According to research by the 
Conservative Party, seven of Lon¬ 
don’s hospital trusts are still 
treating men and women in 
mixed sex wards. 

Male and female patients in the 
Epsom and St Helier, Barts and 
London, Whipps Cross, Barnet 
and Chase Farm, Moorfields Eye 
and King’s College and Hilling¬ 
don hospital NHS Trusts are also 
forced to share lavatories and 
bathrooms. 

According to the research 15 per 
cent of hospital trusts across the 
country still use the wards, while 
16 per cent have wards where pa¬ 
tients are only separated by cur¬ 
tains. 

Labour pledged to scrap the 
wards as part of its 1997 election 
manifesto and the Health Secre¬ 
tary Alan Johnson stated last 
April that the Government was 
within “touching distance” of 
eradicating the unpopular wards 
altogether. 

Shadow health secretary An¬ 
drew Lansley said: “Despite hear¬ 
ing Labour ministers make 
promise after promise to end the 
scandal of mixed-sex wards, we 
have not seen the necessary ac¬ 


tion and they continue to blight 
our hospitals. 

“It has been a long list of 
promises made and broken.” 

However, the Department of 
Health have said that progress is 
being made in reducing mixed- 
sex wards. A spokesman said: 
“There will be some instances 
where urgent medical care must 
take precedence over complete 
gender segregation.” 

A spokesman for the Epsom and 
St Helier Trust said: “While some 
of our wards are mixed sex, pa¬ 
tients are, in the main, treated in 
single-sex bays or single-bedded 
rooms. 


“However, in specialist areas 
where patients are admitted in an 
emergency or require urgent spe¬ 
cialist care, such as intensive 
care units, coronary care units or 
clinical assessment units, it is not 
always possible to provide single¬ 
sex accommodation. 

“In these areas, however, we 
will do all we can to make sure 
men and women are treated apart 
and are moved to a single-sex 
area once they are clinically sta¬ 
ble and no longer require special¬ 
ist care.”

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Priest death: Police 
appeal for witnesses

Detectives are appealing for peo¬ 
ple who were near a theatre where 
a Zimbabwean priest was found 
dead to come forward. 

Father Augustine Chigodora, 32, 
was found dead outside the 
Charles Cryer theatre in Carshal- 
ton on December 16. 

A post mortem examination re¬ 
vealed Fr Chigadora died from a 
wound which “was consistent 
with being self inflicted” and 
police have said the incident is 
being treated as “non-suspicious.” 

However, two people arrested in 
connection with the incident have 
been released on bail until a date 
in February. 

Sutton detectives are now ap¬ 
pealing for people who were near 
the theatre between 10pm-10.30pm 
that evening to contact them. 

Detective Sergeant David Willis 
said police particularly wanted to 
speak to a small group of people 
seen on CCTV at 10.25pm. 

DS Willis said: “This sad death is 
not being treated as suspicious. 

“However, we want to find out 
exactly what happened. 

“So if you were near the theatre, 
or specifically at the rear of the 
theatre at these times, then we 
want to hear from you. 

He added: “Also, please get in 
touch if you were one of a small 
group of people seen on CCTV 
walking together along the access 
road between the theatre and the 


Fox and Hounds public house at 
approximately 10.25pm.” 

A special ceremony was held for 
Fr Chigadora over Christmas 
with the most reverend Robert 
Ndlovu, Archbishop of Zimbab¬ 
we's capital Harare, flying over es¬ 
pecially to give an impassioned 
speech about the priest. 

Members of the congregation la¬ 


belled the priest a “good man” 
who “spoke the truth and gave the 
best guidance”.

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Traders face eviction 
from redeveloped site 



Forced out? Traders have been given notice to leave Oldfields 
Trading Estate

Workshop owners based at Old¬ 
fields Trading Estate in Sutton for 
up to 30 years are facing eviction 
from the revamped site. 

The tenants were offered two- 
year leases when the Access firm 
took control last March but have 
now been served with notices to 
vacate. 

Access, a specialist self-storage 
warehouse operator, wants to rede¬ 
velop the land to provide nearly 
100,000 sq ft of office space and 
storage units. 

The multi-million pound invest¬ 
ment will create another 60 jobs 
and transform the nearby Pyl 
Brook into a wildlife haven. 

But traders who have formed 
part of the fabric of the Oldfields 
estate fear their small businesses 
may face ruin as a result. 

One trader, who did not want to 
be named, said: “We have to leave 
by May 1 and it is almost impossi¬ 
ble to find a suitable workshop in 
the surrounding area. 

“Some people have worked on the 
estate for 30 years. I have never 
been out of work, so never claimed 
any benefits from the state. 

“This has caused a lot of stress. 
We are being put out of business 
by a very big company which cares 
nothing about small business.” 

Jonathan Meier, head of proper¬ 
ty at Access, said none of the ten¬ 
ants had accepted its offer of new 


leases, at the same rents. 

He added: “As we needed to be in 
control of our substantial invest¬ 
ment we were left with no alterna¬ 
tive but to give all the tenants six 
months notice to vacate. 

“Our plans will ensure this land 
can continue to contribute to¬ 
wards Sutton’s economy and em¬ 
ployment. We have met several 


tenants to see if we can accommo¬ 
date their needs within the pro¬ 
posed small business units.” 

Residents, councillors and neigh¬ 
bouring businesses are being con¬ 
sulted on the plans shortly. The 
operator has already cleared 6,000 
dumped tyres from the site.

Outward-looking thinking 
will give suburbs a boost 


South London’s suburbs will 
play a key part in helping the 
capital through the current fi¬ 
nancial crisis, the new chair¬ 
man of the influential Outer 
London Commission said. 

William McKee, who was 
chief executive of Merton 
from 1981-92 and was appoint¬ 
ed chairman of the Mayor of 
London’s new body in Novem¬ 
ber, made the comments as he 
set out his priorities for the 
coming year. 

The commission’s remit is to 
advise the Mayor on policies 
that ensure outer London re¬ 
alises its full potential and ad¬ 
dress the perennial problem 
that south London businesses 
feel - that investment in the 
suburbs has come second to 
the capital’s Zone One area. 

“Four times as many people 
live in outer London as they 
do in Birmingham and we 
need our own policy frame¬ 
work”, Mr McKee said, agree¬ 
ing that it was up to the area’s 
business leaders and politi¬ 
cians to push forward on to 
the agenda those issues they 
think are most important. 

Firstly, the commission has 
to recognise industries “that

have a future”, Mr McKee 
said. 

“In 1945, some 25 per cent of 
all manufacturing jobs in the 
country were in London - 
today I would guess that is 
about five or six per cent,” he 
said. “We need to invest in the 
right industries, those indus¬ 
tries where the private sector 
is willing to make investment, 
like retail servicing.” 

Secondly, as the planned US 
Embassy’s move to Battersea 
shows, many public sector 
jobs could now be relocated 
out of central London. But for 
this to take place private in¬ 
vestment in transport infras¬ 
tructure, such as roads and 
railways, is needed. 

Mr McKee, a former director 
general of the British Proper¬ 
ty Federation who currently 
chairs the Thurrock Thames 
Gateway Development Corpo¬ 
ration, said he would finalise 
the 12 members of his board 
shortly and would look to re¬ 
generate up to five town cen¬ 
tres in outer London “which 
had good strategic links to the 
city and good transport”. 

“Croydon would make that 
shortlist,” he said. “We are 
looking at four or five centres, 
It isn’t enough but it is a 
start.”

sea ice around the North Pole. 

The Catlin Arctic Survey, led 
by veteran polar explorer Pen 
Hadow, departs for the Arctic 
next month at the start of a 
gruelling three month, 750- 
mile, trek to the Pole dragging 
a high-tech sled carrying ice- 
penetrating radar. 

The sea ice is melting rapid¬ 
ly, threatening not just polar 
bears but the whole of the 
Arctic ecosystem and the 
ocean beneath which, until 
now, has largely been shielded 
from solar radiation by the re¬ 
flective surface of the ice. 

No one currently knows the 
thickness of the remaining ice 
and data from this expedition 
will help shape decisions at 
the United Nations Climate 
Change Conference of Parties 
in Copenhagen in November. 

Pen said: “This year will be 
crucial for the Arctic Ocean 
but I fear global warming is 
devastating the place I love so 
much.

help them to understand ex¬ 
actly what is going on in this 
precariously-balanced envi¬ 
ronment.” 

The decision to sponsor the 
expedition was made after Pen 
was the inspirational keynote 
speaker at the South West 
London Green Guardian 
Awards final dinner at Epsom 
Downs Racecourse in Novem¬ 
ber. 

His warning that within as 
little as five years the ice 
could melt completely in the 
summer sounded a stark 
warning about the need for ac¬ 
curate data. 

Howard Scott, managing di¬ 
rector, of Newsquest South 
London, which runs the Green 
Guardian project and publish¬ 
es this newspaper, said: “After 
hearing Pen Hadow talk about 
the aims and importance of 
the Catlin Arctic Survey, we 
felt compelled to support his 
team’s efforts in this hugely 
significant and groundbreak¬ 
ing undertaking. 

“Through the work of the 
Green Guardian campaign 
over the last three years we 
have come to know that doing 
something positive and taking 


a lead is critical in encourag¬ 
ing others to take action. We

Many of the borough Green 
Guardian winners at the event 
said they wanted to keep up to

Pen and the other two team 
members, Ann Daniels and 
Martin Hartley, are currently 
in Broughton Island, Canada, 
until January 21 for final 
preparation and equipment 
checks. 

When they set off over the 
sea ice in late February they 
will take millions of radar 
readings using the sled which 
has been developed with some 
of the world’s leading experts 
including the US Naval post¬ 
graduate school, Nasa and the 
University of Cambridge. 

Until now, sea ice studies 
from satellites and sub¬ 
marines have not been able to 
give an accurate picture of the 
thickness of the ice and, cru¬ 
cially, have not been able to 
differentiate between ice and 
the snow on top of it. 

Pen said: “Our physical ef¬ 
forts hauling the equipment 
over the surface will amass 
data in unprecedented detail. 

“Experienced explorers are 
the only people who have the 
expertise to undertake a sur¬ 
vey of this magnitude and 
help science in this way.”

It is time to stop drugging 
the elderly, time for truth 


From the cradle to the grave, we 
are being bombarded with dan¬ 
gerous psychiatric drugs. 

The latest news reports have 
focused on a study regarding 
the drugging of the elderly 
using antipsychotic drugs. 

The reality of life in many 
nursing homes today is often 
far from the stylised image of 
communicative, interactive and 
interested elderly residents liv¬ 
ing in an idyllic environment. 

By contrast, more often than 
not, the elderly of today appear 
submissive, quiet, somehow va¬ 
cant, a sort of lifelessness about 
them, perhaps blankly staring 


or deeply introspective and 
withdrawn, often brought on by 
the use of psychiatric drugs. 

This abuse is the result of psy¬ 
chiatry manoeuvring itself into 
an authoritative position over 
elderly care. From there, psy¬ 
chiatry has perpetuated the 
tragic but lucrative hoax that 
aging is a mental disorder 
requiring psychiatric drugs. 

The end result is that, rather 
than being cherished and re¬ 
spected, too often our senior 
citizens suffer the extreme in¬ 
dignity of having their power of 
mind nullified by psychiatric 
drugs or their lives simply 


brought to a premature end. 

To psychiatrists, old age is a 
mental disorder, a for-profit dis¬ 
ease for which they will happily 
supply endless prescriptions. 

If an elderly person can’t re¬ 
member whether they have 
paid the electricity bill, psychia¬ 
try claims that he or she is man¬ 
ifesting symptoms of dementia. 

Underlying this is an entire 
foundation of fraudulent diag¬ 
nostic criteria, specifically the 
Diagnostic and Statistical Man¬ 
ual of Mental Disorders (DSM) 
and the mental diseases section 
of the International Classifica¬ 
tion of Diseases (ICD-10), where 


psychiatry has corralled any 
mental impairment as a “men¬ 
tal illness”. 

Dementia and Alzheimer’s 
disease are very lucrative fields 
for psychiatry, even though they 
are physical illnesses and the 
proper domain of neurologists. 

It’s time for change. Common 
sense and decency should dic¬ 
tate that the last thing a fragile, 
elderly person needs is the addi¬ 
tional mental stress associated 
with psychiatric drugs.

WILL 2009 SEE THE 
MARKET RECOVER? 


News bulletins predict endless 
doom and gloom, but Epsom’s 
estate agents have a ‘glass half 
full’ outlook, rather than half- 
empty. 

Cautious optimism is the 
mood, although most agree it 
is a fragile commodity. 

Richard Digance at The Per¬ 
sonal Agent in Epsom (01372 
745850) says signs are positive, 
but insists the press are key. 

“As soon as they start to spin 
a bit of positive news, things 
will improve,” he said. 

“It’s hard for first-time buy¬ 
ers, unless they’re being assist¬ 
ed by mum and dad. To 
kick-start the market, first¬ 
time buyers need to come back, 
but it’s hard to raise a 15 per 
cent deposit to achieve a de¬ 
cent mortgage rate with prices 
the way they are in Epsom.” 

Simon Caird of Cairds 
(01372 743033) says the market 
will favour the decisive buyer 
who was previously outpriced. 

“Property remains a ‘safe 
haven’ long-term, with rental 
in great demand in a world 
where other sectors - banking, 
shares, pensions - have shown 
instability. 

“There is pent-up demand. A 
lot of buyers will need bigger 
homes due to expanding fami¬ 
lies, while an ageing popula¬ 
tion will need smaller homes 
with less maintenance. If a 
property is marketed correctly 
and priced according to cur¬ 
rent demand then we do not 
see anything but a positive 
2009.”

“We are taking a positive ap¬ 
proach with a new office in 
East Street in Epsom and our 
office in Stoneleigh being re¬ 
branded ready for a new mar¬ 
ket. 

“The Government and bank¬ 
ing industry have led Britain 
into chaos, but we can now see 
that the British habit of own¬ 
ing a property will revive our 
economy.” 


Paul Milsom at Fine & Coun¬ 
try (01372 725500) is optimistic, 
if for no other reason than “we 
live on an island, there are too 
many of us and we can’t build 
enough new homes”. 

He said: “For people who 
have some equity, there are 
choices out there.

not going to build houses like 
that again.” 

Keith Parry of Direct Resi¬ 
dential (01372 722266) reports 
that lettings are still buoyant, 
especially for smaller houses. 

“Investors are coming back, 
but only at the right price,” he 
said. “For rental, it is people 
who are unable or unwilling to 
spend who are providing the 
stock. It makes for a good mar¬ 
ket.”

realism, not optimism”. 

“Those that accept that 
prices have fallen by 15 to 20 
per cent, and set their price ac¬ 
cordingly, will sell,” he said. 

Peter Kennedy of Kennedy’s 
independent property agents 
(01737 817718) expects move¬ 
ment in the market because of 
cheaper lending. He said: 
“Even those coming off two or 
three-year fixed rates will not 
now see those potential hikes 
in repayments at the end of 
their terms, and that will pro¬ 
vide security for a large sec¬ 
tion of the market. I am 
confident we will see an over¬ 
all increase in volume.”

Rock and blues connoisseurs the Steve 
Simpson Band are are performing at the 
Drill pub this Sunday. 

Singer, songwriter and multiple- 
instrument musician Simpson has been 
performing since the 60s - and music is 
in his blood. 

He says: “My parents were both 
musicians - my father played nine 
instruments and my mother was a music 
teacher. 

“I play nine instruments as well, the 
only instrument I don’t play that my dad 
did is the bagpipes.” 

His parents were not the only musi¬ 
cians in the family Of Scottish stock, his 
grand-father was a regimental bagpiper. 

So it might seem inevitable that 
Simpson would follow in his family’s 
footsteps, “I just fell into it at the age of 
four when I picked up the ukulele.” 

His early love of music developed from 
there and his collaborations read like a 
who’s who of the blues world, with 
artists such as Joe Brown, Billie Jo 
Spears, Bob Seger and George Harrison, 
whom he describes as “an absolute 
ukulele nut”. 

He adds: “My current band involves a 
bassist called Malcolm Hoskins who was 
part of a band called Little Sister, who 
were very respected during the 70s and 
80s. 

“I do a lot of duo work. Malcolm and I 
have been together for 18 or 19 years.” 

The other great member of his band is 
Roger Chapman, whom he has worked 
with since he left the band Family after it 
disbanded in 1973. 

He explained: “The stuff I do with 
Roger Chapman is classic British rock. 

“The stuff I do on my own ranges from 
blues to country and some folky kind of 
music.” 

Simpson maintains a huge amount of 
energy for music and absolutely loves 
performing. 

“At the Drill, you will definitely hear 
me playing fiddle, mandolin and guitar,” 
he says. 

“The guitar is the main driving, instru¬ 
ment along with the ukulele, though the 
accordian often gets dragged out as well.” 

What is important for him is to enjoy 
himself as well as produce good music. 

He explains: “At a pub gig, I mainly do 
blues rock, nothing challenging, nothing 
modern. 

“I play stuff that is easy to listen to and 
enjoyable to play. 

“The playing is just as much for me as 
for an audience.” 

But, despite embracing different musi¬ 
cal genres, Simpson claims to be a soul 
man at heart. 

He says: “I listen to all sorts. I’m abo- 
lutely crazy about the new Seal album. 

He does soul the way I remember soul 
and the voice - oh my goodness, what a 
voice!”

Impreza gets 
more impressive 


As you step inside the Subaru 
Impreza WRX-S, the chunky 
three-spoke steering wheel 
and Momo gearknob are the 
kind of rally-esque adorn¬ 
ments you expect, and once 
slotted in to the supportive 
seats the Impreza has you in 
its grasp, writes Matt Joy. 

The hotter models do make 
the most of the Impreza’s 
distinctive shape, and the 
WRX-S benefits from some 
tasty 18-inch anthracite alloy 
wheels as well as some of the 
body add-ons usually reserved 
for the top STi model. 

It’s an attractive visual boost 
over the regular WRX, and it 
certainly gets you in the mood 
for some enthusiastic driving, 
which is what hot Imprezas 
are all about. 

The cabin itself is a pleasant 
place to be: Subaru has made 
noises about it being a 


premium cabin, and while it 
can't quite match up to the 
levels of quality you get in a 
European car at this price tag, 
it’s appealing all the same. 

The audio unit sits helpfully 
high on the fascia, and the lay¬ 
out is sensible and attractive. 
The dials are smart and the 
driving position good, while 
the equipment list is as 
healthy as you would hope:

more importantly, 511b/ft of 
torque, bringing the total up 
to 288 lb/ft.

That performance 
is easy to tap in to, always 
there and ready to power you 
forwards with vigour. 

Some may be disappointed 
by the relative lack of drama 
from the engine - despite the 
modified exhaust the WRX-S 
is relatively civilised, but its 
keenness is undiminished. 

Get a few thousand revs on 
the 2.5-litre boxer unit and it 


really starts to fly, powering 
it round to 130mph in quick 
succession. 

The performance is helped 
by the slickness of the gear¬ 
box, and although it lacks a 
sixth gear which the engine 
could happily pull, it slots 
keenly between ratios and 
strings together the mighty 
efforts of the engine. 

It’s the kind of performance 
that makes the WRX-S such a 
delight to use on a back-road 
drive. 

The Impreza’s reputation 
also hangs on its unshakeable 


grip, composure and sharp 
handling, and the WRX-S is 
no different. 

Fitted with Subaru Vehicle 
Dynamics Control and a rear 
limited-slip differential as 
standard, the WRX-S is happy 
to play to your tune. 

In normal driving it offers a 
decently supple ride, but up 
the ante a little and the 
reassuring grip and superb 
traction will keep you going 
when others fail. 

If you’re really in the mood 
then switching out the SVDC 
allows you to exploit its 


balance, even when the grip 
eventually runs out. 

The WRX-S brings the range 
of hot Imprezas to four, which 
is more than most of the com¬ 
petition. 

The WRX-S has a significant 
visual and mechanical boost 
over the standard car for a 
modest price increase, yet it 
does without some of the add¬ 
ons that take you the truly 
ballistic STi versions. Unless 
you feel that more is definitely 
more, then get behind the 
wheel of the WRX-S first: the 
S definitely stands for Special.

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Speed-limiters to improve road safety 



The Commission for Integrated Transport says speed-limit information could be introduced into vehicles 


Motoring organisations say environment will also benefit 


Fitting speed-limiting devices 
in cars could prevent up to 29 
per cent of accidents with in¬ 
juries on the roads, a report by 
a government advisory body 
has said. 

The Commission for Inte¬ 
grated Transport (CflT) said 
there would be real benefits in 
the voluntary introduction of 
intelligent speed adaption 
(ISA). 

This is a driver-assistance 
system that brings local 
speed-limit information into 
the vehicle. 

The report was also pre¬ 
pared by the Motorists’ 


Forum, a sub-group of CflT 
which ensures motoring inter¬ 
ests and car users’ views are 
fully reflected in road policy. 

The report has also looked at 
the impacts on fuel consump¬ 
tion, emissions, noise and 
road network efficiency. 

It concluded that on 70mph 
roads, adherence to the speed 
limit could lead to savings of 
up to six per cent in C02 emis¬ 
sions. 

Neither CflT nor the Mo¬ 
torists’ Forum is recommend¬ 
ing the compulsory fitting or 
usage of ISA. 

Instead, both organisations 


are calling for the Department 
for Transport to work with the 
relevant authorities, organisa¬ 
tions and vehicle manufactur¬ 
ers to consider what steps 
should be taken to support and 
encourage the future availabil¬ 
ity of the technology and to 
promote its take-up. 

CflT vice-chairman David 
Leeder said today: “This im¬ 
portant report shows the very 
real benefits to motorists from 
the introduction and use of an 
ISA system - not just in road 
safety but also in terms of fuel 
and money saved.” 

Sir Trevor Chinn, chairman 


of the Motorists’ Forum, said: 
“The UK has an enviable 
record on road safety but we 
still kill nearly 3,000 people on 
our roads each year. 

“This report shows the 
potential substantial savings 
in injury accidents that could 
be achieved through the intro¬ 
duction of ISA. 

“The fact that the report is 
backed by our members, who 
represent interests across the 
motoring spectrum, is testimo¬ 
ny to the desire of the motor¬ 
ing world to work with 
government to make our roads 
even safer.” 



Wall of shame is just 
the tip of the iceberg 


As many as 20 per cent of 
motorists drive on under¬ 
inflated tyres, a new survey 
has shown. 

And 10 per cent take to the 
wheel with tyres below the 
legal tread depth of 1.6mm, 
the poll by automotive parts 
and repair company Kwik- 
Fit found. 

The company has pro¬ 
duced a “tyre wall of 
shame” 2009 calendar show¬ 
ing the most dangerous 
tyres brought in by cus¬ 
tomers during 2008. 

Kwik-Fit customer ser¬ 
vices director David White 
said: “The really scary part 
is that, while each tyre rep¬ 
resents the worst example 
seen in that par¬ 
ticular 
month, 


are just the tip of the ice¬ 
berg. 

“Indeed, we saw enough 
tyres like these in 2008 to 
fill at least 50 calendars.” 

The company said that 
driving a car which has an 
under-inflated tyre can re¬ 
sult in sudden tyre failure, 
such as a blowout, which 
can lead to a serious loss of 
control of the vehicle. 

Motorists with an under- 
inflated tyre may also expe¬ 
rience poor handling and 
braking performance. 

Tyres with a tread depth 
beneath the legal minimum 
of 1.6mm have a profoundly 
adverse effect on a car’s 
ability to stop, which can be 
made worse in 
wintry 
condi¬ 
tions.

Epsom College are to host the 
South East regional festival 
and the finals of the National 
Schools Rugby Tournament 
(NSRT) for U8s to U13s this 
year.

The pair are set to leave the 
club as the Gander Green Lane 
chief bids to trim his budget 
enough to bring in a new 
centre-back. 

Both were involved in Tues¬ 
day’s clash with Margate, but 
have been approached by a host 
of clubs, and are expected to 
move on before the weekend. 

United chairman Bruce 
Elliott has told Doswell, whose 
side is poised for a play-off 
push in 2009, to get his 
spending back in line with the 
weekly limit set at the start of 
the campaign.

“It has worked and, unfortu¬ 
nately, the likes of Adam and 
Gavin haven’t had a look in.
